of Bilingual 
Affairs Resigns

Last week the Students' Gen- 
eral Association was left search- 
ing for a new Director of Bilin- 
gual affairs as it recognized the 
resignation of Dominique 
Poulin. 




The position was created last 
year to help the SG A cater to its 
ever growing francophone 
population of approximately 
350 students. 

"I don't feel as though the 
SGA takes its bilingualism seri- 
ously," said Poulin. 

According to Poulin, there 
was a lack of SGA cooperation 
when it came to bilingual af- 
fairs. Simply, "I didn't like my 
job," she added. 

Poulin feels there will have 
to be a number of attitude 
changes on the part of the SGA 
before things can get back un- 
derway. 

SGA Vice President, R.D. 
Hulst was "very disappointed" 
with Poulin's resignation. " I 
thought she accomplished a 
lot". 

Hulst feels that the SGA has 
come a long way with bilin- 
gualism; concidering it started 
last May. He added that such 
advances wouldn't have been 



possible without cooperation 
between Poulin and the rest of 
the SGA executive. 

Poulin created a five year 
plan for the full implementa- 
tion of bilingual services within 
the SGA. She also organized the 
Bilingual Week of Action, 
which Hulst feels was a success 
in creating awareness with stu- 
dents. 

The only real complaint the 
SGA executive' have voiced as 
to Poulin's performance is that 
there seemed to be a lack of 
lobbying for francophone is- 
sues. 

The SGA is planning to ap- 
point an interim director of bi- 
lingual affairs as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Filion noted that this is the 
SGA's first year of a five year 
bilingual commitmentand they 
realize that there are some 
flaws that will have to be cor- 
rected. 

One of those flaws, accord- 
ing to Poulin is French enter- 
tainment. She feels that because 
of failed attempts, such as Paul 
Demers, the SGA has become 
reluctant to spend money on 

francophone performers. 
Hulst and SGA General 

Manager, Dan Roy are in fa- 
vour of Frencl\ entertajnment, 
so long as falls into budget. 
"The only thing going against 
French entertainment is the 
high cost," said Hulst. 

Poulin said that she will con- 
tinue working on some the 
projects she had as director of 
bilingual affairs. Namely, 
pushing for more French enter- 
tainment and lobbying for 
more upper year francophone 
programs.

- or that they do not fulfill there 
responsibilities to all their 
members, but just take a look 
around you. How can you not 
respect them for their continous 
effort to bring entertainment 
and services to their members 
and this university? 



For a small association (com- 
pared to larger university asso- 
ciations) they bring big results.

Kopanas Leaves CFLR

John Kopanas, infamously 
known on the airwaves as 
Johnny Athens, recently left his 
position as Station Manager of 
the Laurentian campus radio 
station, CFLR. 

Leaving the station was a 
hard step for Kopanas, and he 
still has some hard feeelings to- 




wards the Students' General 
Association (SGA) for stifling 
his original plans for the station 
he and Chris Dodd [former 
Station ManagerJ started back 
in November 1985t 

"The thing that ticks me off is 
that I put three years into that 
radio station, and I hojjed it 
would go FM. I could look back 
and say I started that, look how 
good it's went. But that is not 
possible anymore," said 
Kopanas. 

According to Kopanas, the 



SGA did not cooperate in his 
plans to make CFLR fully FM 
by the end of the year. 

"We received little coopera- 
tion and no funding from the 
SGA, [towards that purpose]" 
stated Kopanas. 

SGA president Dave Filion 
feels that the only thing stoi> 
ping the station from going FM 
is the station's inability to run a 
16 to 18 hour a day stable pro- 
gramming schedule. 

SGA General Manager, Dan 
Roy, being the station's over- 
seer, feels that a number of the 
internal problems associated 
with CFLR are caused because 
there is not enough staff, and 
the work is too heavy for just a 
few. 

Kopanas was also bitter he 
wasn't being payed as Station 
Manager, citing the average 
Ontario university station 
manager salary at $18000. 

According to Roy, it was 
made clear at the beginning of 
the year that all CFLR positions 
were of a voluntary nature and 
none would receive any remu- 
neration. 

Feelings between Roy and 
Kopanas are hard, and 
Kopanas insists that Roy 
"doesn't know what he's doing 
and... should leave it [CFLR] 



alone." 

Roy would not comment on 
Kopanas or his departure, other 
than to say that he and Kopanas 
disagreed on the direction the 
station should take. Otherwise, 
Roy felt that he stayed on top of 
things and did a good job. "If I 
didn't I'd have my boss jump- 
ing on my back" , added Roy. 

Kopanas was also very 
disappointed with the pro- 
gramming at CFLR. The 
station's original intent was to 
play alternative music, how- 
ever Kopanas feels that the 
programming is becoming too 
"hardcore". He is concerned 
that a loss of interest might re- 
sult among potential CFLR staf- 
fers with more mainstream 
tastes. 

"Programming is becoming 
so wierd that I don't think any- 
body listens anymore," 
Kopanas added. 

Roy noted that CFLR is about 
to undergo some structural 
changes including the opening 
of three new positions: EHrector 
of News and Sports Depart- 
ment, Finance Director, and 
Technical EHrector. Other fx>si- 
tions are open as well. Roy is 
currently accepting applica- 
tions for these spots up until 
January 22nd 1988

Have you noticed anything 
strange about your behaviour 
lately? Sleep patterns changed? 
Not eating enough to keep a fly 
alive? Forking out? Are your 
roommates about to leave you 
for vulture bait if your temper 
doesn't make a radical im- 
provement? Stress could be 
taking over your life. 

Stress is not necessarily the 
ravening monster that the titles 
of self help books would have 
us believe. When stress is work- 
ing for us it provides the drive 
needed to put forth your best in 
any area; be it acedemic, ath- 
letic, job related or personal. 

Because stress is as much a 
part of university life as classes 
and can't be avoided, how to 
cope with it wiW influence your 
academic performance, as well 
as your mental and physical 
well being. 

The key to coping with stress 
is control. This involves, 
amoung other things, time 
management. Plan your day, 
week, etc. around the things 
that absolutely, positively have 
to be done.

Operator, could you help 
me place this call?

Well, today is your lucky day. I'm here to enlighten you on the complexities of Laurentian's Bell SLl 
switchboard. 

Bear with me as I take you through the wonderful world of the call known as 675-1151. When you dial 
675-1151, a friendly operator may answer right away, or you may be put in a queue with other 675- 
1151s. What is a queue you ask? 
(This is the enlightenment 
part). Each Bell SLl is capable of 
storing sixteen callsin it's mem- 
ory! The first call goes into the 
first slot, the second in the sec- 
ond, and so on. Many of these 
675-1151$ form a queue. The 
friendly operators (each of two 
friendly operators handles one 
of two Bell SL 1 units) cannot 
chose which call they wish to 
answer first. 

When the 'Christmas light but- 
ton' lights up, the friendly 
operator answers, and then 
sends the call through via an 
extension. After sending that 
call, the same light lights up 

once again ( and again and again), and the friendly operator continues to answer again (and again and 
again). 

Meanwhile, the 675-1151, who is let's say thirteenth in line, does not hear a busy signal when the 
friendly operators are answering other 675-1151'$ that are before the thirteenth call. What 675-1151 
number thirteen hears is the usual ring, ring, ring.(Do you get the picture?) 

The 675-1151 who does hear the busy signal is the call which comes in seventeenth in line. This means 
the SL 1 memory is full. 

Now you might ask: "When are the operators most busy?" And the answer is: from 11-12 am, and 2:30 
to 4:30 in the afternoon. 

Other peak fimes are during snow storms. Faculty, staff and students want to know if classes are 
canceled. Well, here is an interesting explanation. The university never officially cancels classes 
because there many students on campus who are eager, ready, willing and able to come to class. 
Now, lef s meet our bilingual friendly operators. There are two full-time operators and two student 
operators. Suzanne Giroux has been there fourteen years, Delorese McGaughey one year, and Sylvie 
Lafreniere and Ann Madore are the two student operators.

Laurentian snapped a 10 game

The third period was a long,

3 on 3. Sir Willy goton theboard 
at 13:52 when Brent Bywater 
pounced on a bad clearing pass 
that ended up in front of the 
Vees net. By the time Cas- 
tonguay completed his hat trick 
at 17:07 the pace had slowed 
even more because of the in- 
tense discussions between op- 
posing players after the 
whistles. With just over a min- 
ute left the Hawks scored to 
make it 4-2, they pulled their 
goalip, but it was to no avail. 



On the 10th, the Vees faced 6th 
ranked Waterloo, and jumped 
out to an early 2-0 lead. Kappel 
intercepted the Waterloo goal- 
ies clearing pass and found 
himself alone in front of an 
empty net. Two minutes later 
Jasmin Breton found a loose 
puck in the slot and cleanly beat 
the very vocal Warrior netmin- 
der. But Waterloo came back 
scoring from a scramble in front 
of the Vees net four minutes 
later, and from a deflected jx)int 
shot with only 44 seconds re- 
maining in the first period. 
Waterloo went ahead 3-2 in the 
second when Scott Dick split 
the vees defence and beat Peter 
Pancel in close.

Peer Tutoring 



Peer Tutoring is healthy 
and growing at Laurentian 
but, like any new pro- 
gramme, it has its problems, 
the main one being lack of 
tutors in certain subjects. 

Peer tutoring, a pro- 
gramme offered by the 
Centre for Talent Develop- 
ment is designed to give aca- 
demic help to students hav- 
ing difficulty in courses. Stu- 
dents who have already 
passed those courses are 
employed by the Centre to 
act as tutors. What is nice 
about the Peer Tutoring Pro- 
gramme is that it recognizes 
that students already help 
other students. It builds on 
and encourages that estab- 
lished practice by acting as a 
clearing-house, bringing to- 
gether those who want some 
academic help with those 
who can provide it. And it 
pays the tutor $5.00 per hour. 

Peer Tutoring started in 
February last year and, as 
you might expect, only a few 
people took advantage of it at 



first. Between May and 
August the Centre received 
17 enquiries about the pro- 
gramme, in September there 
were 8, in October 64, and in 
November 153. 

So what the Hell? With 
problems like that who needs 
success? Well, the difficulty 
is that we simply can't re- 
spond to requests for help in 
some areas, because we have 
no tutors. These areas are: 
Chemistry, Math, Com- 
merce (Accounting), Physi- 
cal Education, Engineering. 
Another problem indicated 
by the figure I gave above is 
that too many people leave it 
until the last minute to ask for 
help. Only when the exam is 
looming do they come in to 
the Centre and, by then, it 
may well be too late. It's 
most important to deal with 
these academic difficulties 
right away; wrestle with it, 
ask a friend, see you prof and, 
if you still haven't grasped it, 
then come and see us in the 
Centre. But not in the week 



before your exam. 

Elsewhere in this edition 
of Lambda you'll see an ad 
asking for tutors in Chemis- 
try, Math, Commerce (Ac- 
counting), Physical Educa- 
tion, Engineering. This pro- 
gramme is not only useful to 
the student receiving help, 
the tutor also learns. For the 
tutor it's a teaching experi- 
ence, an opportunity articu- 
late and explain to others 
ideas and concepts in an or- 
ganized way. Most of you 
will have to do that in your 
future careers, even if you're 
not going into teaching. In 
any position of responsibility 
the skill of imparting knowl- 
edge to other people is valu- 
able. And teaching is also an 
excellent way of revising, of 
consolidating your own 
knowledge. 

Peer Tutoring is a pro- 
gramme run by, with and for 
students. It's very healthy, 
but it needs more tutors. Can 
you help?

'In Search of a Sun" produced by 
Spectrum Productions and spon- 
sored by Laurentian Christian Fel- 
lowship last Tuesday and Wednes- 
day was enjoyed by many. Com- 
ments ranging from "it was really 
well put together" to "very interest- 
ing", were among the common re- 
sponses gathered after the shows. 
In Search of a Sun consisted of 1500 
multivisuals projected onto three 
massive screens.

After the first show there was a 
panel discussion to deal with some 
of the issues presented . On the panel 
there were: Dr. Vincent diNorcia, 
professor of philosophy; Pastor 
David Courey of Glad Tidings Tab- 
ernacle; Rev. Gailand McQueen, 
professor of religious studies at 
Huntington; and Peter Durand, a 
fourth year psychology student. 
Keith Martin of Spectrum Produc- 
tions moderated the discussion. The 
panel represented a good cross-sec- 
tion of viewpoints. For example, 
Peter Durand expressed the existen- 
tial view. He didn't believe that one 
needs to search for'a sun to 'give life 
meaning, but that he hjmself was in 
fact his own sun. Vincent diNorcia 



presented another viewpoint by 
saying that having a social con- 
science, helping people in the here 
and now is what gives life meaning, 
and he cited Mother Teresa as an ex- 
ample. Although David Courey 
partially agreed with deNorcia, he 
also believes that the life hereafter is 
what is of ultimate importance. In 
other words, that is what deter- 
mines how one will live today. Be- 
tween these two philosophies was 
that of Gailand McQueen. 

The moderator maintained a 
good degree of audience participa- 
tion. Unfortunately, there was not 
enough time for the panel to discuss 
these issues in depth. However, no 
amount of discussion will resolve 
these questions. In the final analysis, 
regardless of what belief or value 
system one might adhere to, it is the 
degree to which one lives by that 
determines its validity.
